DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The Applicant's response of 23 August 2007 has been noted and made of record. 

2. Claims 1-32, 34-87, and 89-1 12 have been presented for examination. 

3. Claims 33 and 88 have been cancelled as per Applicant's amendment. 

Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments, see page 22, filed 23 August 2007, with respect to the prior art 
rejection have been fully considered and are persuasive. The prior art rejections of claims 1-32, 
34-87, and 89-1 12 have been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5 . Claims 1 -32, 34-87, and 89- 1 1 2 are allowed. 

6. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

As noted above, the Examiner agrees with the Applicant's arguments that the prior art 
does not teach monitoring the transfer rate of read user data from an output of the media reading 
device to the computing device. The Examiner was unable to find any teaching, suggestion, or 
motivation that would render said limitation obvious; therefore claims 1-32, 34-87, and 89-1 12 
are novel and not obvious.
